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Continuation of 1 1 . doe§ NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner disagrees with the interpretation of 
the claim language. The terms injection molded and welded (as well as bonded and glued) are processes that occur that describe how 
the structure is formed. According to the MPEP section 21 1 3, the patentability of a product doesn't depend on its method of production, 
the determination of patentability is based on the product itself, and therefore the arguments drawn to welding and single injection molded 
are considered but not given much patentable weight. The examiner suggestions applicants look at MPEP section 21 13 to understand 
how the examiner is interpreting the claim language. As for the term one-piece construction, the examiner determines that the prior art will 
be a one-piece construction once the device Is assembled thus forming one piece and therefore reading on the claimed limitations . 
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
